Omaha, Dee. 8.—One of the worst 
railway wrecks which has occurred on 
the Union Pacific for years resulted 
from 
a head-on collision 
between a 
freight train and Overland passenger 
limited No. 2, eastbound, five miles 
west 
of Rock 
Springs, Wyo., 
at 2 
o ’clock a. rn. 
Ten persons were killed 
and nineteen injured, eleven of them 
railway ejnployes and eight 
passen 
gers. 
Five of the bodies of the dead 
were burned beyond 
recognition in 
the ti rf' which destroyed the mail car, 
the combination dyuamo-baggage car 
and the dining car. 
Two of these are known to lie mail 
clerks and the other three were cooks 
who were sleeping iii the dint r. 
The mail and dining ears were the 
scenes of Hie greatest fatality, three 
mail clerks 
and three cooks 
being 
killed outright and one other clerk be­ 
ing totally injured. 
Electrician Stig- 
ers and his assistant, Frank McKenna, 
were iii the baggage car and were also 
killed outright. 
From tile Union Pacific it is offi­ 
cially announced that the wreck was 
rails! i by the engineer and condtictoi 
of the freight confusing their orders. 
They had received 
orders to meet 
four 
passenger trains, 
the* last 
of 
which 
was the Overland limited at 
Ah Say. a siding 
five miles west of 
Rick Springs. 
The freight took the 
siding and when three of the trains, 
all of which were 
running close to­ 
gether, had passed Ah Say, the freight 
started for the west without waiting 
for the Overland limited. 
This latter 
train and the freight came together 
head-on one and one hall miles west 
of Ah Say. 
Engineer 
Prink of the 
freight is among 
the killed and his 
fireman, Oscar Peterson, was serious­ 
ly injured. 
Conductor Roy Darrell of 
the freight admitted that he had been 
confused thinking that all the trains 
which, he expected to meet at Ah Say 
had passed. 
Fortunately 
the 
wreck 
occurred 
v ithin ii short distance of tho W yom­ 
ing 
tai ’ hospital. 
The injured w e r e 
ail I. moved to that institution. 
The two engines, 
the diner, bag­ 
gage 
and mail cars were completely 
wrecked and 
took fire, 
living com­ 
pletely destroyed. 
Two 
mail clerks 
and (lie three cooks 
were pinioned 
D u alii ilie cars iii which they were 
employed and their bodies, burned be­ 
yond identification, were later taken

many years were closely and Intimate­ 
ly associated with him. 
Kir Henry could not, w e feel, have 
placed this work In better hands. 
Not 
only will Ids sons enter upon their task 
with the fullest sym pathy and with the 
an ient earnestness that are both so 
necessary if a work of biography is to 
hold the public as well as charm it, hut 
they will both bring to hear upon it a 
ripe experience aud scholarly attain­ 
ment.

SLASHED THROAT 
WITH SMALL KNIFE 


W. B. Wilson Retires to His Room 


at the Antlers and Takes 


Own Life 


MAN HAI) BLON DESPONDENT 


Leaves a Wife and Several Small 


Children Living at Clark 


Mills, Wis. 


“ Goodby© All.” 
This WEH tho pith of the scrawl made 
by VV. B. Wilson on an envelope some 
time late last night in room 29 at the 
Antlers hotel just before he thrust the 
large blade of a small pocket knife into 
his juglar vein and killed himself. 
It was ono of the most hoartsickening 
and horrifying sights that has been seen 
for sometime when Tom M cIn tyre en­ 
tered the man’s room at the 
Antlers 
hotel about l l o'clock this morning and 
saw him sitting upright with 
his back 
against the wall and his mouth wide 
open, stone dead, his clothing, the bod 
clothing and the carpets being literally 
saturated with blood. 
Mr. Wilson was a cook, and yesterday 
Mr. M cIn tyre received word 
from Pat 
W elch telling him to look up a cook for 
him for the lumbering camp. 
This 
morning Mr. M cIntyre started out to 
find Wilson, knowing til iit he was not 
working, and the lirst place he went to 
was the Antlers. 
Mrs. Armstrong told 
him that Wilson was probably in Ids 
room; that it was his custom to sleep 
quite late every morning. 
M r. M cIntyre 
went to tho room and knocked at the 
door but could not arouse the man. 
He 
then got a step ladder and looked over 
the transom and saw at a glance 
what 
had happened. 
He notified Mr. Arm* 
strongnnd Coroner Gibson was at once 
informed. 
VV ilson had been working 
in the 
woods as a cook for different firms, but 
had been in the city for about three 
weeks. 
He always stayed 
with Mr. 
Armstrong while lit re. 
Of late he has 
been acting rather strangely, and it 
was thought that he was not himself, in 
fact, ho had told someone not long ago 
that he was afraid that someone was go­ 
ing to kill him. 
Yesterday he was about and in his 
usual spirits and retired quite late last 
night, or at least went to his room. 
He 
did not undress and did not even turn 
down the bed clothes, but evidently sat 
up on his chair brooding over things 
and contemplating the rash act which 
was finally consummated. 
He took a 
small pocket knife from his pocket after 
removing his coat and hanging it on a 
chair, and from the nature of the wound 


in his neck must have held the knifo in 
his r i„h i hand. 
He reached around 
and thrust the blade into the left side 
of his neck just below his ear and drew 
it around to a point half way between 
his ear anti his chin. 
He must have 
severed an 
artery immediately for tho 
blood spurted out on the walls, and bed 
furniture. 
From the appearance of the 
place the man evidently tried to get to 
the bed first after the wound 
was in­ 
flicted and 
then turned 
and tried to 
open tilt* door. 
Tho key in the door 
j was lait blood as well 
as the knot*. 
W hile trying to open the door it is 
thought that ho swerved about 
and 
sank to the floor, assuming the sitting 
posture with his head arui back against 
the wall, the position he was in when 


found. 
Wilson was a man about 40 years of 
age and had been in and about Brainerd 
for about five or six years, 
lit' was very 
well liked by many of his associates, bo­ 
ing of a quiet yet companionable dis­ 
position. 
Ile has a wife and several 
children living at C lark M ills, VV is. 
Tho only word left by the man was on 
an envelop which had been written in a 
crude manner anti read, “ Goodbye all. 
Coroner Gibson took charge of the 
remains and moved them to the county 
morgue and the man s wife in W iscon­ 
sin was notilied.

Christmas Parcels Should bo Sent Fitly 


To Avoid Crowded Mails and Iii lay 


--Parcels Post 


People who are intending sending 
Christm as packages to friends by mail I 
should take advantage of past experi­ 
ence and send them at as early a date as 
possible in order to avoid over crowd 
cd mail at this season of tho year and 
to insure prompt delivery. 
Packages 
should be securely wrapped and tied re 
membering that your Christm as parcel 
may be consigned to a car that contains 
tons of Christmas goods the same as 
yours and that it may be in the bottom 
sack. 
Above all things write the name 
of the sender and the street address, in 
addition to the city, in the upper left 
ham! corner in such a manner that it 
w ill not be mistaken for the name and 
address of the party who is to receive 
it. 
B e particular not to send written 
matter concealed in the* package for 
such being the case it will cost you con 
siderable more money and all kinds of 
trouble, as parcels sent in this manner 
are subject to inspection at tho otlico of 
mailing where there is a suspicion 
that 
written matter is enclosed. 
It will cost 
you but two cents to mail your letter in 
a separate cover and you art* then ('cr 
tain that your package will not be held 
up. 
People who send presents are al­ 
ways anxious about their dispatch and 
safe arrival at tho end of the journey 
and all anxiety can be allayed by regis­ 
tering the same, and every Christmas 
package should be registered. 
The fee 
is but eight cents in addition 
to the 
regular amount of postage and you aro 
guaranteed the safe delivery of the 
same, besides having the satisfaction 
of knowing that the C hristmas presents 
you send are insured against loss. 
Parties having parcels to send to the 
old countries can take advantage of the 
parcels post which has been extended 
to G reat Britain and Norway and can 
be registered to th«* latter country, and 
in this connection it may bo well to 
state 
that packages cannot be sent 
in this manner to Sweden. 
Almost any 
article admissible to the domestic mails 
of this country may be sent in unsealed 
packages, but in these no written per­ 
sonal 'correspondence can bi* placed. 
Parcels of this kind must be mailed at 
tie* postoffice in person and be 
i i i con 
clition so that their contents can be ex 
ambled by the postmaster, ami to these 
countries mentioned must not weigh 
over four { ounds and bx 
o u n c e , the 
rati for which is 12 cents for each pound 
or fraction thereof which must in uil_ 
ca e bo prepaid by postage stamps af 
ti ;ed to the parcel.

an hour later the poet found that the 
le st of Tiis dream verse had faded from I 
Ids memory. 
“ Kublai K h a n ” rem ains [ 
tx melodious fragm ent, but if the “per­ 
son from Porloek” had only lost his i 
w a y or had come to grief sufficient to 
cau se a delay *±f ail hour or tw o we I 
m ight have had a com pletely beautiful 
poem .— London Globe.
